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Undergraduate Reading at 
Hobart College

NTIL four years ago our circula- 

tion for the college year stayed con- 

sistently around 2500, although 
our stacks were open. This year it will be 
over 11,000 and our stacks are closed. 
Meanwhile the student body in the two 
colleges has increased only from 413 to 
476. 

There is just one reason for the jump 
in circulation, a good part of which has 
come in the last two years, Publicity, espe- 
cially that which brings special collections 
of books to the students’ attention, books 
which form no part of their required read- 
ing. 

Above the low shelves, near the Loan 
Desk, that carry the periodical indexes 
which students must use in their work, we 
have placed a bulletin board, such as pub- 
lic libraries use, 3 x 5, well framed and 
attractive. The top of the bookshelves, 
about seven feet long by twelve inches 
deep, gives a display ground for a collec- 
tion. The light is good both by day and 
by night. 

As to the board, we do not simply stick 
bookjackets up in any way that seems con- 
venient. We go to great pains to secure 
good color combinations; we cut out many 
jackets to use the part that has the most 
individual shape and yet gives author and 
title and sometimes a pertinent bit of a re- 
view; we try to make the board a _ har- 
monious and intriguing whole. Finally, 
thumbtacks are not allowed to show any- 
where, Below the board in a concave 


line are the books, flanked at each end by 
several volumes with their jackets on to 
provide color on the shelf. The shelf is 
never crowded, as this decreases circula- 
tion; the line of books is never straight, 
as this has the same result. 

After a display of new books has run 
its course—there is no time limit; it may 
be anywhere from a few days to three 
weeks—the remainders on the shelf move 
over to the regular ‘““New Books” shelves, 
and a special collection of old books, with 
a poster or picture map, goes out in their 
place. Posters used are generally black and 
white, as water-color posters made by stu- 
dents met with no success and have been 
abandoned. “Old Books” collections are 
specific, by author or subject, whereas 
‘“‘New Books” are general and include any- 
thing in which a student might conceivably 
be interested. At one time we tried geo- 
graphical location, for example, books 
about, or set in England, but these never 
went. The identical books put out as be- 
longing to an author or period or century 
will move easily. Collections of Drama, 
Modern Poetry, Exploration, Religion and 
Biography move in about the order named. 
The older poets, except in occasional at- 
tractive volumes of selections, move not 
at all, and history very slowly, probably 
because of the heavy amount of required 
reading in that field. 

No shabby book is put out in a collec- 
tion, and if labels are soiled, they are re- 
placed with fresh ones, especially if the 
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collection is likely to move slowly. Col- 
lections like Drama or Aviation need no 
advertisement; a label on the Board and a 
shallow semi-circle of books on the shelf 
are sufficient. Biography, on the other 
hand, needs every inducement of color and 
fresh labels possible, and careful thought 
about the bookjackets. No matter how 
interesting the subject, a bookjacket with 
a figure is better removed, especially if it 
shows an old person. The book must be 
placed at the end of the shelf, held open 
to a younger, more attractive picture. 
Otherwise the student apparently thinks 
the subject of the biography was born old, 
and he regards the book with suspicion. 
A perfect example of this was found in 
the recent biography of a European ruler, 
dead some years ago, which carried on its 
bookjacket the picture of him as an old 
man with a flowing white beard. With 
its jacket on, the book remained on the 
shelf, but when we removed the offending 
picture, it went out at once! 

If we find a collection is not receiving 
the attention it deserves, we put a poster 
on a small bulletin board immediately be- 
side the entrance to the Reading Room. 
On this same board we also advertise 
newly acquired works of reference, like 
the new edition of the Britannica, or the 
Dictionary of American Biography. Fur- 
ther, to ensure students noticing a change 
on the big Bulletin Board, we take care 
to leave it bare for a couple of days be- 
tween collections. This produces inquiries 
at the Loan Desk, and often excellent sug- 
gestions as to the subject-matter of future 
collections. During these brief intervals 
the shelf carries a few good novels, or 
books about books or authors or reading. 
Infrequently it too remains empty. Addi- 
tional advertising is done by word of 
mouth at the Loan Desk, and by lists in 
the college weekly. 

Reserves are handled for all books not 
held for required reading. It must be 
remembered that no part of our work in 
circulation, as outlined in this paper, con- 
cerns class requirements. We are dealing 
entirely with the voluntary recreational 
reading of the student, done for his own 
pleasure, not because he has to do it. It 
may be added that “his” is used advisedly, 
since the men students do ten times as 
much reading outside the fields of modern 
fiction and drama as the women. When 
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“reserve blanks” first appeared, less than 
two years ago, the students were so wary 
of them that we could handle all notifica- 
tions by telephone. This year, with the 
number of reserves quadrupled, we have 
resorted thankfully to printed postcards. 
The reserves for “A Preface to Morals” 
alone would have kept the telephone busy. 
The students have not only formed the 
reading habit, but they are increasingly 
determined to get a particular book. More 
and more they draw away from the old 
response “Out? Oh well, I don’t care 
about it.” Now they inquire how many 
reserves are ahead, figure how long it will 
be before they get the book, on our one- 
week basis of withdrawal, and then put 
in other reserves for books they can get 
sooner. 

There is just one form of literature 
which will not circulate among students 
here. They will read the periodicals in 
the Reading Room, and they will stand 
by the hour and read them in front of the 
cases which contain the recent numbers 
outside the Reading Room, but they can: 
not be induced to take any periodical from 
the building except material needed for 
term papers, or an occasional copy of 
L’Iilustration or Die Woche, or a book 
reviewing magazine. 

Further analysis of student pleasure- 
reading habits presents some other peculi- 
arities. Fiction and Drama, of course, top 
the list of reading not required, but 
whereas the Drama read is practically all 
niodern, the students are very faithful to 
the older novelists, especially those of the 
nineteenth century. Following these two 
classes come Philosophy and Sociology, 
neck and neck as regards circulation. 
There is a genuine interest in the former 
here, and almost any new or old work 
on philosophy, if properly presented to the 
students, will go out. Hocking’s “Types 
of Philosophy,” for instance, went out as 
quickly as the Pulitzer prize novel. A 
new and attractive edition of Plato will 
move with equal speed. 

Economics, Education and General Sci- 
ence come next. Reading in the former 


is apt to be done by students planning te 
go into business, and, curiously enough, 
the same ones that object to the weight 
and size of the new biographies will take 
out the heaviest volumes in this field with- 
Recreational reading in 


out a murmur. 
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Education is almost entirely in such books 
as Dean Hawkes’ “College, What’s the 
Use?” or Edwards’ “Undergraduates,” 
with occasional leanings towards investiga- 
tions of old systems of education in other 
countries. 

Following this group in popularity come 
Biography, Poetry, Fine Arts, especially 
books on Music, musicians, or Architecture, 
and Psychology. Biography would prob- 
ably come farther up in the list if the 
new books were not so large. Given a 
lightweight old biography and a new 
large one, the student will take out the 
former. It is a pity that the same plates 
must be used in bringing out cheaper edi- 
tions of modern biographies; if more of 
them could be reprinted in the light, at- 
tractive volumes in which the classics are 
now appearing, it would stimulate the stu- 
dent demand very considerably. 

Taken as a whole, the student body 
at Hobart is conservative in its recreational 
reading tastes. Disregarding the few re- 
cent writers whose best known works find 
a place on our shelves, it is easy to arrange 
student reading here in four groups, list- 
ing the books in order of preference. Oc- 
casionally an author’s name appears alone 
when no one of his works stands out as 
most in demand. In every case much is 
gained by being able to furnish these older 
works in fresh, attractive form. 

In the first group come Kipling—his 
older works—and Mark Twain’s “Con- 
necticut Yankee.” Evidently “Huckle- 
berry Finn” has been read before college, 
or there would be no accounting for this 
curious choice. 

At the head of the second group is 
Plato. Disregarding college work, the 
“Crito” or the “Phaedo” is the most popu- 
lar, followed by Hardy’s 
“Pair of Blue Eyes” 
and “Far from the 
Madding Crowd.” In 
quick succession then are 
Tolstoi’s “Anna Kare- 
nina,” Dostoievsky’s 
“Crime and Punish- 
ment,” and Jane Aus- 
ten’s “Pride and Preju- 
dice” and “Emma.” 


Somewhat below Miss 
Austen comes O. 
Henry’s “Four Mil- 
lion.” Hardy and Jane 
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Austen both are in constant demand. 
The “Decameron,” Gay’s “Beggar’s 
Opera,” the “Paradise Lost,’ Stevenson’s 
“Kidnapped,” and St. Augustine’s ‘Con- 
fessions” make up the third group in the 
order mentioned. None of these except 
“Kidnapped” has appeared up to now in a 
special collection. Our collections of Stev- 
enson, incidentally, meet with the same 
fate as those based on geographical limits. 
Here we have the small, light volumes, 
but we need bright jackets apparently, or 
some other means of advertising them. 
The fourth group is given alphabetically 
because there is no order of preference so 
far as the students are concerned. It in- 
cludes Aeschylus’ ‘‘Eumenides,” Char- 
lotte Bronté’s “Jane Eyre” and her less fa- 
mous “Shirley,” Joseph Conrad’s books, 
DeFoe’s ‘Moll Flanders,” Fielding’s 
“Tom Jones” or “Joseph Andrews,” 
Goldsmith’s “Vicar of Wakefield,” Her- 
rick, Johnson’s “Lives of the Poets,” and 
Thackeray’s ‘Henry Esmond.” This 
is one of those lists which renders com- 
ment superfluous, other than that Thack- 
eray is represented and Dickens is not. 
Beyond the required reading of the latter 
done for college work no real interest in 


. his books can be found among the students 
at present. 


Apart from that, one can 
make anything of this list, or nothing. It 
might be noted that Drama has been gen- 
erally excluded from these lists, as it is 
impossible to ascertain how much is read 
for the courses in Drama and how much 
for the sake of reading the plays. Nor do 
these groups include any of the very large 
amount of reading of such works as Dur- 
ant’s “Story of Philosophy,” Lippmann’s 
“Preface to Morals,” Spengler’s “Decline 
of the West,” Turberville’s “Men and 


Fiction and Drama top the list of voluntary read- 
ing at Hobart College, Geneva, New York. The 
Drama read is practically all modern, but there is 
a following faithful to the novelists of the nine- 
teenth century. An interesting point, considering 
the general current popularity of Biography, is 
that books on Music, Architecture and Psychology 
are much more popular than modern biographical 
reading. Students, it seems, are wary of the large, 

heavyweight volumes through which Biography 
nowadays moves its stately bulk. 
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Manners in XVIIIth 
list would be endless. 

There is still one point worth taking 
up. The bulk of the worth-while reading 
for pleasure is done, not by the straight 
A students, but by those whose marks fall 
in the B-C class, the men who are some- 
what better than the average. The D-E 
group, many of whom do not last long 
in college, of course, do very little read- 
ing outside modern fiction. A large per- 
centage of the freshmen dropped at mid- 
years each year for low standing are those 
who have never taken a book out. 

Some librarians have assured us that 
circulation means nothing in a college li- 
brary. We agree that it may mean little 


Century,’—the 
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if there is a large public library to which 
students can go, and in which they will 
be as welcome and at home as in a col- 
lege building. But in a small college in 
a small town, we submit that there is no 
better place for them to form the reading 
habit than in their own college library. 
No amount of effort expended to attract 
students at the beginning of the freshman 
year, and hold them until the end of the 
senior year, is wasted. ‘The student who 
looks on his library as a building full of 
nothing but required reading and reference 
tools, and for whom no pains are taken 
to interest him in all sorts and conditions 
of books, will not get the best out of 
college.

66 OVE and common sense sell books.” 

Those were the first words said 

to us, by John Wilson, manager 

of John and Edward Bumpus, Ltd., Book- 

sellers to His Majesty, The King, and 

Her Majesty, The Queen, as we entered 

his private office, one cold January morn- 
ing of this past year. 

A cheery, open fire glowed from under 
a marble mantlepiece. Fine woodcuts and 
etchings on the mantlepiece reflected the 
glow. Ceiling-high bookcases obliterated 
blank wall space, and a handsome flat- 
topped mahogany desk revealed a wealth 
of enterprise: Papers, books, letters, both 
opened and unopened—all John Wilson’s 
accumulation of one day’s work. 

The man moved restlessly up and down 
his office, a briar pipe between his teeth 
and a mass of bookselling ideas in his head, 
gathered in his forty years. 

“You cannot sell books by card cata- 
logs or systems or pigeonings. You can- 
not tell people how to do a thing. A 
genius in bookselling is like a genius in 
anything else. He cannot te// how he 
does what he does. It would be like 
plopping down on a_ seat opposite 
Paderewski and saying, ‘Now, Mr. 


Paderewski, tell us exactly how it is done. 
How do you play that Chopin Sonata?” 


A secretary entered here, bringing 
coffee—good coffee, and we spent our next 
few minutes listening—through sips. 

‘“Bookselling to my mind, should be 
more book attracting, than book selling. 
Build up a stock which attracts, then wait. 
Stand still, When your stock is good 
enough, you won’t have to wait long. Peo- 
ple go where the good thing is, and go, 
not once but twice and many times there- 
after.” 

This subject was near John Wilson’s 
heart. He spoke earnestly, almost bitterly, 
as if he wanted all the “‘five and ten cent 
store” booksellers in the world to hear him. 

“You can tell whether a bookshop is 
good or bad in one way only. By its 
stock. Go into any shop. Glance around 
it. Ask yourself: Do the invigorating, 
refreshing, character-building books grace 
its shelves, or is it overloaded with flashy 
ephemeral titles?” 

“T will not sell degrading books, books 
that vitiate and defeat life’s best purposes. 
Bookselling, if it is true to its profession, 
must aim at something higher.” 

We thought of the store in which we 
sat. Five floors of it. Beautiful big floors, 
floors lined from top to toe with repre- 
sentative books. We knew, because for days 
previous to this interview, frenziedly al- 
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most, we had returned here again and 
again, to browse through these floors, to 
peer through glass cases at exquisite fine 
bindings, to examine longingly “the lectern 
displays” of Belles Lettres, to pass for 
hours, literally, row upon row of—just 
what Mr. Wilson said—‘the best in world 
literature.” 

It was true, this man continuously made 
Bumpus what he believed it should be. He 
had his ideals, and he lived up to them. 
Here censorship was at work within in- 
stead of without. No need of trembling 
in the boots over vice committees. Let 
the publishers tremble over them. Not 
John Wilson. 
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The facade of Bumpus, Ltd., in London 


“But to build up a representative busi- 
ness, it takes, not books on bookshop man- 
agement, or books on salesmanship, or 
books on any other ‘How-to-do-Something’ 
subject. It takes, instead, years of earnest 
grind and apprenticeship. I am only fifty 
now, yet I have had forty years in book- 
shop life. You see, I was ‘at it’ young. 
Glasgow reared me in those early days, 
Glasgow and John Smith and Son, the 
well-known book firm of that city. They 
did for me what I should like to do for 
all my assistants: Give them a thorough 
knowledge of their stock through, ‘the dis- 
cipline of the duster.’ When these whip- 
persnapper youngsters say, ‘Why can’t we 


te AE it, 
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have charwomen in to dust the books?’ 
I growl, ‘because you, not the charwoman, 
sell the books. And you cannot sell them 
unless you know your stock!’ In the old 
Glasgow days, I knew where every book 
in the place lay; I knew then—I remem- 
ber now almost—” 

“Along with this ‘discipline of the 
duster,’ it seems to me, some training 
classes in bookcraft should be attended. 
Classes where the student just out of the 
public school or university could become 
more familiar with the outstanding fea- 
tures in the modern and classic stock of 
the bookselling world. These classes 
would do away with many embarrassing 
moments for a new assistant. But to all 
my assistants, trained or untrained, I al- 
ways say, ‘Much rather than hazard a 
wrong answer, admit your ignorance to a 
customer. You may learn, then, from 
him, something about the unknown sub- 
ject, or you may look it up while the 
customer is there, and thereby have a gen- 
eral increase of knowledge. Or go to 
another assistant and ask him when neither 
guide-book nor other ‘tool’ search has 
helped you. Never let a customer leave 
the store ‘up in the air’ about a book. Give 
him some definite information before he 
leaves.” 

At this point, Mr. Wilson rang the bell 
for his secretary and asked for a certain 
typewritten group of clerk instructions. 
Then, he commenced rummaging in his 
desk. In the interim, we had a moment 
to go back over the interview. ‘‘No system; 
no pigeon-holding ; no how-to-do-something 
books ?” 

We wondered. 

And we were still wondering in our 
quizzical American fashion, when a few 
minutes later the secretary returned with 
a great stack of notation—clerk notation. 

Then, while Mr. Wilson read from the 
typewritten sheets, we heard the very 
things that had been passed to us by our 
own American employer in our booksell- 
ing days. Suggestions about service to 
customers, about correlating titles, about 
complaints from customers, about praise 
from customers. Whole letters of encour- 
agement quoted to his clerks, as our man- 
agers had quoted them to us. The same 
tactful suggestions. The same carefully 


phrased desires for improvement, for ex- 
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pansion. We could have turned to our 
old Procedure Manual and checked, almost 
identically, instruction for instruction. So, 
after all, seas between do not change man- 
agers’ points of view—that is, if they are 
outstanding managers such as John Wilson 
and Cedric Crowell both are. Much, 
much water tossing between countries, 
throws up no procedure differences. The 
typewritten sheets proved it. 

We felt more puzzled. Perhaps com- 
mon sense to the English means system. 
Just as, to us, “lift” means “elevator” and 
“stall” means “seat.”” We would look that 
up in our Blue Book when we got back 
to our hotel. Certainly nowhere was there 
more system than here,—not even in chain- 
store America. ‘The clerks, systematized 
so that even at Christmas rush, the con- 
fusion was almost negligible; the cashier 
system, far better than most American 
methods; the unlimited wrapping desk 
equipment; the par-excellent reference sec- 
tion; the rows upon rows of marvellously 
organized stock rooms in the basement, 
tagged and labelled in a complete fashion 
unknown so far as any American stock 
rooms we had seen. Too, with an almost 
instantaneous service between stock room 
and shop proper. A children’s room of 
delicate mural charm, serving hundreds of 
parents with a system that could be the 
envy of the most organized public library 
in America. For instance, the system 
whereby cards, heavily engraved, are sent 
to hundreds of children, patrons’ children, 
inviting them to Bumpus’ to hear John 
Drinkwater or someone equally gifted, read 
poetry, and, of course, incidentally, to see 
the Christmas books, systematically 
grouped according to contents and ages.

of the department stores. This article 

will try to show the rightful place 
of the department store in the book busi- 
ness. First of all, the department store 
book department must appeal to large num- 
bers of people who are just looking. They 
have come to buy a present. If a book 
is not sold them they will buy hose or any 
one of a hundred other things. On the 
other hand, the department does not have 
to face the prejudice of the uninitiated 
book buyers toward a bookstore. Many 
sales are made to people who never would 
buy at a bookstore; are afraid to push open 
its front door. This is plus business for 
the booktrade. 


Books That Women Buy 

What books sell in a department store? 
All classes of books that are bought in any 
quantity by women. At the top of the list 
is fiction. Fiction of all types sells well. 
A department store will find that its sale 
of romances of the Temple Bailey type 
will sell much better in proportion to other 
books than in a bookstore. Also, it will 
find that the sale of Cabell is less. An inter- 
esting fact that might not be universal, is 
that the sale of a book does not die as 
quickly in a department store as in a book 
store. We get more calls for six months’ 
or year-old novels than a bookstore does. 
This is because we sell more books to a 
clientele that is not versed in books, and 
it buys a book because it has been recom- 
mended. ‘These people will not rely on 
their own judgment as a whole. On the 
other hand, the old established classics do 
not have a really active sale except in gift 
editions or as texts for schools,

of etiquette, cooking, home decoration, sel f- 
improvement, and entertainment are active 
sellers. 
Books as Gifts 

A department store finds that a very 
large proportion of the books purchased 
are bought as gifts. This tends to keep the 
sale of books concentrated on a small num- 
ber of titles. Popular books are usually 
chosen for gifts. Any book that makes 
an attractive gift has a wide sale. Books 
of etchings are sold in department stores 
as gift books, while in a bookstore they 
are sold largely to people who are inter- 
ested in etching. This might bring up an 
interesting discussion of different markets 
for the same book. 


Department Stores Lead in Juveniles 

In books for children the department 
store has its best chance for leadership. 
Women buy the large proportion of these. 
Most educated women have charge ac- 
counts at department stores. Department 
stores generally have departments of both 
girls and boys clothing. It is easy to buy 
juveniles in a department store. As every 
bookstore worker knows, there are large 
numbers of people who seldom buy books 
for themselves but buy many for children. 
Every Christmas there are many customers 
who come to the book department and buy 
a large number of books for their own 
children and for their neighbors’. In the 
lower-priced books department stores are 
especially strong. As department stores 
have the popular price appeal it would 
be surprising if this were not the case. 
Some librarians may not like some of the 
books in cheap series, but department store 
customers do. Even with a strong cam- 
paign for more expensive juveniles for one 
season one store in a small city found at 
the end of the season that over 63% of 
the juvenile business done was at the prices 
of 50., 75c., and $1.00. 
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Toy Departments 

There is a large demand in toy depart- 
ments for books. Now much of this po- 
tential business is very often lost because 
the buyer for the book department will not 
let the traveler sell the toy department. 
There are a number of travelers however 
who sell inexpensive juveniles to the toy 
departments only finding that the toy de- 
partments can sell twice as much of such 
merchandise as the book department. Un- 
questionably there are millions of dollar’s 
worth of book business lost each year be- 
cause toy departments cannot, in many 
stores, carry books—-or carry only the items 
turned down by the book department. 
Many toy departments could well add a 
children’s book division even though there 
is no book department. 





Rental Libraries 

If there was ever a place for a rental 
library, it is a department store. Hun- 
dreds are now either in operation or con- 
templated. Both trafic and people who 
spend money are necessary for a rental 
library. The department store has both. 
It is possible for the store to allot a little 
space at very little expense. ‘This gives 
a low overhead. An independent library 
or one in a bookstore does not ordinarily 
have a chance to attain a large volume of 
business. Department store customers are 
not as exacting about having today’s book 
as are the users of the bookstore library. 
Some man can develop a big business by 
leasing rental libraries in department stores. 


The Weaknesses 
Perhaps the reading of what has gone 
before in this article has suggested the 
type of book in which the average smaller 
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city department store is weak. First of 
all, it is weak in any type of book that is 
purchased primarily by men, because men 
are less frequent visitors to  depart- 
ment stores. This cuts down the sale 
of non-fiction, particularly the books of 
scholarship and the expensive _ books. 
“The Man Nobody Knows” sold much 
better in the average department store 
than “The Page Letters.” Both the price 
and the style in which the books were 
written had much to do with it. 

Most department stores must lack the 
close personal relationship to customers of 
the bookshop. 


Future Possibilities 

One of the greatest outlets of the future 
for the retailing of books is through de- 
partment stores. At present the publish- 
ers, except publishers of children’s books, 
make their most direct appeal to the book- 
store, 

In buying books for the department 
stores of smaller cities the buyer can care 
little for the literary merit or for what 
some English critic has said about a book, 
yet his mail is loaded with literature about 
books that never will sell in this store. 
The buyer wants books that sell without 
much effort. To open the large depart- 
ment store market fully publishers must 
experiment with some practical method of 
guaranteed sale of their books. ‘The prob- 
lems of markdown and the difficulty of 
selecting the easily saleable books to stock 
now hinder the book departments. Grosset 
& Dunlap, Burt, Modern Library, and 
Garden City are in the right direction even 
though they don’t guarantee the sale of 
books. They recognize that books are 
bought to sell.

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Mr. Smith, during 30 years’ association 


with Simpkin Marshall & Co., has had ex- 
perience in all departments of the business. 
Mr. McFarlane has built up for himself a 
great reputation in the matter of salesman- 
ship. Before he joined the Board of Simp- 
kin Marshall & Co., he was associated with 
Cassell & Co., and previous to that, with 
The Curtis Publishing Co., publishers of 
the Saturday Evening Post. 

Publishers—The Author’s Point of View 

In the current issue of The Bodleian, 
published by John Lane, The Bodley Head, 
is an interesting paper by Duncan Swann, 
called “‘Publishers—The Author’s Point of 
View,” which will interest all those con- 
nected with the writing, making and dis- 
tribution of books. 

“How far do publishers try to foster 
the delusion that they are endowed with 
more than mortal powers? ‘That is a 
point worth considering. In the first place, 
an interview with one of these lords of 
proofs and printer’s ink, is as hard to come 
by as one with royalty, or a boxer of the 
moment in his training quarters. The door 
into the Presence is as closely guarded by 
myrmidons as formidable. Secondly, the 
inner sanctum is as decorated with signs 
and symbols to overawe the ignorant as was 
the lair of the medieval necromancer. The 
tin boxes bearing famous names, the signed 
photos on the walls, the rows of literary 
sensations on the shelves—the common- 
place of every office in Henrietta and Bed- 
ford Streets—what are they but the count- 
erpart of signs of the zodiac, the stuffed 
toad, the jangling skeleton, the embryoes in 
bottles that were the stock in trade of the 
wizard, and just as efficacious, be it stated, 
in arousing implicit faith in the spell about 
to be loosed? It is only the Black Art re- 
furbished and brought up to date. 

In the name of all who have written, are 
writing, or hope again to write, I make my 
protest. A barely, furnished room, dis- 
tempered walls, a plain roll-top desk—or 
no contract! Fellow authors—how does 
that strike you for a bargain?” 

Sir Ernest Benn 

Sir Ernest Benn, who presided at the 
Jubilee Dinner of Benn Brothers, recalled 
how his father, the late Sir John Benn, 
used to tramp in his mother’s Sunday 
boots from Stepney to Mincing Lane to 
earn 5s. a week as an office messenger. The 
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firm now pays $71,000 a year in wages, and 
Sir Ernest described this achievement as a 
triumph of the spirit of individualism. 
“This business,” he said, “was founded up- 
on an idea backed by personal courage, an 
idea that was scoffed at by all the experts 
of the day. Sir John conceived the notion 
that mahogany and the eighteenth-century 
design might be made popular at the end 
of the Victorian period.” He started the 
Cabinet Maker, and that was the founda- 
tion of the firm’s prosperity. 


Book Selling—An Address 

Here is another illuminating paragraph 
from John G. Wilson’s address: 

“Our conclusion must be, I think, that 
bookselling cannot be learned by the ligh: 
of nature. It demands for its prosecution 
very strenuous labor. There is no mystery 
about it, but as a trade, there can be few 
others which require such a close and con- 
stant attention to its almost infinite details, 
changing as they do from day to day. And 
on the other hand, there is no occupation 
more fascinating and enjoyable.” 

Mr. Wilson, the subject of a study by 
Ruth Brown Park in this Publishers’ 
W eekly, is giving a series of lectures, which 
are being arranged by the London County 
Council, and of course, Mr. Wilson’s sub- 
ject will be “Bookselling.”

This month 
Mr. Cape gave an address on “Some Op- 
portunities in the Booktrade,” while 
among the forthcoming topics is one which 
is entitled “Mock Trial of a Publisher for 
Having Published a Book of Nursery 
Rhymes.”

Interest in Bookmaking 


HERE is no greater evidence of the 

increasing attention that the book- 

trade is giving to the art of book- 
making than the prevalence of bookmaking 
discussion when publishers or booksellers 
get together. The publisher is today giv- 
ing his manufacturing department much 
more encouragement and backing, and the 
sales department is testifying that the ap- 
pearance of the book, its jacket, design 
and general likeableness are having more 
influence than formerly on sales. 

One problem has not yet been resolutely 
faced, and that is the problem of the 
thickness of books. ‘The public has come 
to expect a certain thickness for a certain 
type of book. A full-length novel, it 
thinks, should be an inch and a quarter to 
an inch and a half and non-fiction about 
half-an-inch thicker. This expectation in 
the public’s mind affects the booksellers’ 
point of view about the size of books, and 
through the bookseller, the publisher, with 
the result that most books are printed on 
a paper thicker than is best for the pur- 
pose. We are not referring here to the 


vastly bulked books in which the paper is 
so thick that it jerks stiffly through the 
fingers, but to the average book in which 
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the paper is thicker than it should be, and, 
being a little thicker, the surface is not 
so good for printing and the results are 
not what the printer and the manufac- 
turing man would like to see. 

If there is to be a change in this atti- 
tude of the public, it must be a gradual 
one, and there is need of educational work 
in which publishers, booksellers and print- 
ers must take part. Generally speaking, 
if a quarter of an inch should be taken 
from the thickness of nine-tenths of our 
output, the result would be a better job 
of printing, (bulking papers do not have 
the best printing surface) books which are 
more easily handled, and less space taken 
on the shelves. The public is taking more 
interest in bookmaking and will continue 
to do so if the booksellers and publishers 
as well will keep continually in discussion 
before the public the desirability of less 
bulk in modern books. 


The Function of the Department 
Store 
I: the two articles on “The Depart- 


ment Store in the Book Business” 

which the Publishers’ W eekly is print- 
ing, Frank Stevens has pointed out some 
of the special characteristics of the depart- 
ment store as a retail outlet, the special 
facilities it has for bringing merchandise 
to the attention of widely-scattered groups 
of people. Those who have been long in 
the book business will remember the days 
when the department store first appeared 
in the field, to the chagrin of all the retail 
stores, and will remember, too, the bitter 
days of the price war when many of the 
first entrants into the field decided to use 
books as a bait for other sales. The fight 
to eliminate this attitude toward books 
was waged in the first decade in this cen- 
tury, and was eliminated from all but one 
of our American book centers. 

The department store today is selling 
books as good merchandise and selling them 
well. As an outlet, it has some advan- 
tages over the bookstore, as it reaches out 
to all kinds of people simply because those 
people are used to coming to the store 
and feel no awkwardness in entering the 
store and looking around for things to buy. 
This breadth of appeal is evidenced in 
the purchases of the department stores 
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which are active markets for the most pop- 
ular new books and for the most widely 
demanded staples, cook books, editions of 
Emerson’s “Essays” or books for the girl 
graduate. It is not so easy for the depart- 
ment store to make a bookshop personal, 
but some even succeed in doing that. 

The department store has helped the 
general book distribution by developing 
new groups of book buyers. It has helped 
publishing because it has not only increased 
the outlet for books but stabilized book 
demand. With books, as with food, there 
must be all kinds of service for all kinds 
of moods and tastes. There is no one 
perfect way to sell merchandise. ‘The gen- 
eral bookstore, department store, personal 
bookshop, specialty shop all supplement 
each other and in supplementing justify 
each other’s own methods. 


Religious Education 
Pp UBLISHERS of books in the field of 


religious education are noting with 

interest new experimentation and 
developments, as such changes may lead to 
demands for different textbooks and supple- 
mentary reading which the religious book 
department will supply. 

Says an editorial in the Federal Council 
Bulletin: “The inadequacy of a standard- 
ized program of religious education for 
nation-wide use has long been felt, and 
various movements are in progress. Week- 
day schools, vacation schools and training 
schools under the control of the united 
churches of a community have developed 
programs for community use which pro- 
vide some opportunity for adaptation to 
meet community needs.” 

The editorial goes on to point out that 
there is already experimentation in rural 
communities for consolidating rural church 
schools; that Tarrytown, N. Y., has a 
community director for religious education 
and that the Borough of Queens, under the 
Federation of Churches, has united for a 
common director of religious education. 

It is certainly to be expected that from 
this experimentation some process of de- 
veloping local initiative in building the 
teaching program of the churches in the 
light of community needs will develop and 
that ultimately there will be textbooks 
adapted to the new methods. 
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Tariff on Special Bindings 
Sis ie WALSH of Massachusetts 


has introduced an amendment to 

Paragraph 1410 of the Paper and 
Books schedule of the new Tariff Bill 
which reads as follows: “Provided that 
exported books of domestic manufacture, 
when returned to the United States after 
having been advanced in value or improved 
in condition by any process of manufac- 
ture or other means, shall, under rules 
and regulations prescribed by the Secretary 
of the Treasury, be dutiable only on the 
cost of materials added and labor per- 
formed in a foreign country.” 

The effect of this amendment would be 
that American manufactured books could 
be sent abroad and when brought in would 
be dutiable only as far as the binding was 
concerned. The present law provides that 
when the book is over twenty years old 
the contents would not be dutiable, and 
this amendment clears from duty the con- 
tents value of books which had been sent 
over for binding. Such a law ought to be 
satisfactory to American printers, because 
it would encourage the binding of Ameri- 
can books abroad as against English edi- 
tions of the same class. 


The High School Population 


astonishing increase in the 


HE 
registration in the high schools of 
the country has been many times 


commented upon, and the new statistics 
from the Bureau of Education give this 
development further emphasis. Twenty- 
five years ago one child in ten of high 
school age was in high school; ten years 
ago three children in every ten; now five 
children in every ten are in high schools. 
In the 18,000 and more high schools there 
are 4,217,313 pupils, the number of girls 
very slightly exceeding the number of 
boys. When statistics were gathered forty 
years ago there were only 9 subjects of 
sufficient importance to be recorded. Now 
there are 250 different subjects on the 
various curricula. ‘This must mean a 
greater demand for textbooks and greater 
increase in school libraries. It means in- 
increasing book needs of those who will 
go out into the world with a greater love 
of books and a greater knowledge of 
reading.

WWI 
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The Burkhardt Anniversary 


NOTHER old-timer in the book- 
trade of New York on April 5th, 
celebrates the anniversary of his 

entry into the business sixty years ago, 
this long stretch of years being divided 
into two periods only, fifteen years with 
one house and forty- 
five with another. 
Charles A. Burk- 
hardt of Dutton’s, 
Inc., is the proud 
possessor of this fine 
record. 

When Mr. Burk- 
hardt arrives at his 
desk this morning 
he will find there 
Howers and a hand- 
some book, specially 
made by Sangorski 
& Sutcliffe of Lon- 
don, bound in red 
niger. The first page 
will have a large 
photograph of him. 
The title-page was 
hand-drawn by 
Frank X. Howard. 
Then will follow 
over 100 letters 
from various active 
and past members of the booktrade ex- 
pressing their respect and admiration for 
Mr. Burkhardt. 

In 1870, Mr. Burkhardt started as a 
boy with G. P. Putnam’s Sons, becoming 
in time the buyer and manager of their 
stationery department. In 1885, the shops 
of Putnam’s and Dutton’s were side by 
side on West 23rd Street, not far from 
Fifth Avenue. In that year, Mr. Burk- 
hardt joined the Dutton staff, where he 
has been ever since their buyer of current 
books. 

He is known to the publishers’ repre- 
sentatives that canvassed the big city dur- 
ing the past forty years or more, as an 
exemplary conservative buyer, willing to 
test the selling value of all new books but 
never plunging at the start. His seeming 
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lack of enthusiasm for the _ publisher’s 
blurb has often shocked new salesmen, but 
in time they realized that there would be 
no lack of re-orders or counter display as 
soon as the book began to show selling vi- 
tality enough to warrant this consideration. 

Mr. Burkhardt 
has always been 
deeply interested in 
trade organizations 
especially those in 
New York City. He 
was a member of 
the Board of Man- 
agers of the old 
Booksellers’ and 
Stationers’ Provi- 
dent Association 
which flourished for 
nearly twenty years 
during the ’80’s and 
90's. It was classed 
as one of the most 
helpful organiza- 
tions in the trade, 
for during its career 
it paid to beneficia- 
ries upwards of 
$100,000, at little 
or no cost. ‘This or- 
ganization collapsed 
in 1905, as did a number of other coopera- 
tive benefit societies in the last decade of 
the last century. Mr. Burkhardt started 
and worked enthusiastically for the Book- 
sellers’ League, which began in 1895 as an 
association for the training and social en- 
tertainment for members of the trade. ‘The 
Booksellers’ League, ever since its founda- 
tion has functioned successfully, and has 
been the parent and model for a number of 
similar clubs in other cities. He was its 
first Secretary, was President for one term, 
and has been on its Board of Managers 
continuously for thirty-five years. 

Needless to say, Mr. Burkhardt is 
highly esteemed by his firm for his loyalty, 
and by his many friends in the trade for 
his unfailing courtesy and_ unaffected 
cordiality. 
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William J. Campbell, A.M., M.D., Ph.D. 


Bookseller and Publisher 


N March 25th Dr. William J. 
Campbell, the Dean of Philadel- 
phia Booksellers, celebrated his 

eightieth birthday by retiring and turning 
the business over to his son, John J. Camp- 
bell, who has been associated with him for 
the past twenty- 
seven years. 

The business was 
founded in Philadel- 
phia in 1850 by Dr. 
Campbell’s father, 
John Campbell, who 
had established his 
bookstore in Man- 
chester, England, 
some time prior to 
1835, and who 
shortly afterwards 
moved it to London 
before finally com- 
ing to America. 

Dr. Campbell 
was born in Phila- 
delphia, March 25, 
1850, and was edu- 
cated in the Phila- 
delphia Public 
Schools, graduating 
from the Central 
High School in 
1867. He was grad- 
uated in Medicine 
from the University 
of Pennsylvania in 
1871, and later received his degree of Ph.D. 
from the same institution. Owing to his 
father’s failing health he abandoned his 
medical career and entered his father’s 
bookstore immediately upon his graduation. 
He was taken into partnership the same 
year and the name of the firm was changed 
to John Campbell & Son, and in 1879, 
upon the death of his father, to William 
J. Campbell. 

While doing a general business in scarce 
and desirable books of all kinds his fond- 
ness for American history caused him to 
concentrate especially on Americana. He is 
a recognized authority on the subject, and

especially on American engraved portrait- 
ure. He is the author of the standard ref- 
erence book on the issues of Franklin’s 
press. 

In addition to dealing in books, Dr. 
Campbell has been an ardent collector all 
his life. His prin- 
cipal collections con- 
sist of American 
First Editions; Jef- 
fersoniana (both 
books and prints) ; 
and the lithographic 
portraits by Albert 
Newsam. Each of 
these collections 
contains many rare 
and unusual items 
—several of his first 
editions being 
unique. The collec- 
tion of Newsam 
lithographs is the 
largest and finest in 
existence. 

He is President 
of the City History 
Society of Philadel- 
phia; a Life Mem- 
ber of the Histori- 
cal Society of Penn- 
sylvania; a Director 
of the Germantown 
Historical Society, 
and was for 20 
years Chairman of the Publication Com- 
mittee. 

He was for twelve years a Director of 
the Mercantile Library of Philadelphia, 
and Chairman of the Book Committee; 
and he was one of the founders of the 
organization known as the American 
Catholic Historical Society. 

His son will continue the business under 
the name of “William J. Campbell, John 
J. Campbell Proprietor.” Dr. Campbell 
though actually in retirement will continue 
to give him the benefit of his intimate 
knowledge and experience as long as he 
lives.

at Oxford,” notes Shan Bullock, “where he 
finds congenial company and_ hosts of 
friends in the neighborhood of his old col- 
lege. Few of our literary men and fewer 
still of our politicians can boast of a record 
in scholarship approaching that of Buchan. 
He gained the Stanhope Historical Essay 
prize in 1897 when he was 22; the Newdi- 
gate prize next year; took a first class in 
classics in 1899; was president of the Ox- 
ford Union in the same year, and was called 
to the bar in 1901. From 1901 to 1903 he 
acted as private secretary to Lord Milner, 
our high commissioner in South Africa, and 
during the European war he served on 
headquarters staff in France and director of 
information under Lloyd George, 1917-18. 
He is also an honorary LL.D. of Glasgow 
University and a justice of the peace of his 
native county of Peebleshire. Surely a 
distinguished and experienced man.”

photographs, color plates and maps. The 
regular edition will be supplemented by a 
special de luxe volume, with the author’s 
autograph, photogravure plates and other 
embellishments of interest to book col- 
lectors. One of the features of the special 
edition of “Skyward,” the volume describ- 
ing Byrd’s flights to the North Pole and 
across the Atlantic, was the use of fabric 
from the wing of the Polar plane “Jose- 
phine Ford” in the binding. 

“Byrd’s book will be a classic of the 
literature of exploration,” said George 
Palmer Putnam, “taking its place be- 
side the volumes of Peary, Scott, Nansen 


and Amundsen. Much of the writing was

The spring announcement number of the 
Publishers’ Weekly lists 3,200 new pub- 
lications. Since January first I have been 
shown approximately 1,500 new books and 
bought 1 to 250 copies each of 1,000 titles. 
This over-production is not only a menace 
to bookselling but publishing as well, 
which at the present time is complicated 
with poor business, 

Over-production is responsible for the 
remainders which find their way into the 
drug stores at cut prices, thereby reducing 
the legitimate sale of books. If the flood 
of new books continues, (helped along by 
many new publishers) it will be impossible 
to represent even one half with single 
copies. 

I would strongly advise all publishers 
to reduce their production at least 40%.

Obituary Notes 


HILL, AUTHOR, DIES 


FREDERICK TREVOR HILL, author and 
member of General Pershing’s staff dur- 
ing the World War, died at St. John’s 
Hospital in Yonkers on March 17 at the 
age of 63. He was born in Brooklyn and 
graduated from Yale in 1887. “Two years 
later he received his law degree from Co- 
lumbia, and Yale gave him an honorary 
M.A. in 1907. During the War he was 
made a chevalier of the Legion of Honor 
by the French government and cited by 
General Pershing for “exceptionally meri- 
torious and conspicuous service.” 

As an author he wrote over a period of 
thirty years, his first book, “Miniatures of 
Balzac” appearing in 1891. His later 
books include “The Minority,” “The 
Web,” “The Accomplice,” “The Thir- 
teenth Juror,” “Lincoln the Lawyer,” 
“Tales Out of Court,” “The Case and 
Exceptions,” “The Story in a Street” and 
several technical books on law. 


CLODD, ENGLISH AUTHOR AND 
PHILOSOPHER, DIES 
Epwarp CLopp, author and widely 
known expounder of Spencerian philosophy, 
died at his home in Aldenburgh, Suffolk, 
on March 17, at the age of 89. He was 
born at Margate, England, on July rst, 
1840, and was educated at the grammar 
school in Aldenburgh which he left at the 
age of 15 to enter commercial life. He 
became secretary of the London Joint-Stock 
Bank in 1872 and held this position until 
1915 when he retired to give his time to 
writing and other intellectual pursuits. 
He published his first book, “The Child- 
hood of the World,” in 1872, and after 
that time his books were issued with regu- 
larity, and he became a contributor to the 
reviews. His books include “The Child- 
hood of Religions,” “The Story of Crea- 
tion,” “The Story of Primitive Man,” 
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“The Primer of Evolution,” a biography 
of Thomas Henry Huxley, “Gibbon and 
Christianity.” 

SMITH, HISTORIAN, DIES 

Justin Harvey SMITH, historian whose 
works won both the Pulitzer prize in his- 
tory for 1919 and the first Loubat award 
in 1923, died of heart disease, in Brooklyn, 
March a2ist, at the age of seventy-three. 
He was born at Boscawen, N. H., January 
13, 1857, and educated at Dartmouth Col- 
lege where he graduated in 1877. He was 
a student at Union Theological Seminary 
from 1879 until 1881, and in that year 
received the degree of Master of Arts from 
Dartmouth. He immediately entered the 
publishing business and in 1890 was placed 
in charge of the editorial department of 
Ginn & Company. He left this position to 
become Professor of Modern History at 
Dartmouth in 1899, where he remained 
until 1908 when he retired to devote his 
time to writing and travel. He also had 
been a member of the visiting committee 
on Romance Philology of Harvard Univer- 
sity between 1896 and 1906. 

Mr. Smith’s books include “The Trou- 
badours at Home,” “Arnold’s March from 
Cambridge to Quebec,” “A Tale of Two 
Worlds and Five Centuries,” “Our Strug- 
gle for the Fourteenth Colony—Canada 
and the American Revolution,” “The An- 
nexation of Texas,” “The War with 
Mexico” (Pulitzer prize). He edited 
“The Historie Booke.”

OLUMBIA UNIVERSITY has 

just come into possession of the 

famous collection of works on eco- 
nomics which Professor E. R. A. Seligman, 
of its faculty, has turned over, out of senti- 
ment, for a price of one-half, or less, than 
offered by Harvard University, the Soviet 
Republic, and ‘the Government of Japan. 
The collection consists of about 50,000 
books, pamphlets, manuscripts, letters, in- 
cluding many unique volumes and rare 
first editions. The collection has been 
valued at between $2,000 000 and $3,000,- 
000, and Harvard offered $1,000,000, but 
Professor Seligman sold it to Columbia for 
$500,000. He started bringing the collec- 
tion together in 1879, or more than a half 
century ago, and during this period has 
operated through booksellers and agents at 
all important book sales. Monasteries in 
Galicia and Hungary, hard hit by the war, 
were made irresistible offers for ancient 
books and manuscripts dealing with the 
economics of fourteenth, fifteenth and six- 
teenth centuries. Unmatched anywhere 
are the incunabula, representing economics 
at the very beginning of printing, com- 
prised in the writings of ecclesiastical 
scholars of the Middle Ages on trade 
usury, currency, debts and business ethics. 
In 1885 Professor Seligman bought from 
Albert Bowles of Philadelphia a collection 
that had taken fifty years to amass. He 
bought everything that Alexander Hamil- 
ton ever wrote on trade and finance, Karl 
Marx’s manifestoes on Communism, and 
autograph letters and manuscripts by Al- 
bert Gallatin, Turgot, Adam Smith, John 
Stuart Mill, and David Hume. A rare 
item is Potter’s “Key to Wealth,” the first 
book printed on banking, and Wise’s “A 
Friendly Check from a Wise Relation,” 
bearing the imprint of J. Franklin, 1720, 
and believed to have been set in type by 
Benjamin Franklin while working in his

brother’s establishment. Unmatched for 
comprehensiveness are collections of early 
American and English labor periodicals, of 
British trade books and pamphlets, of Ger- 
man trade and labor literature of the 
eighteenth and nineteenth centuries, of 
Americana on money, trade and finance, 
early canals and railroad literature. It is 
estimated that works in English comprise 
about 60 per cent of the library, French 
10 per cent, and German, Spanish, Italian, 
Dutch and Latin 30 per cent. Many of the 
volumes are masterpieces of the binder’s 
art of many countries and covering a long 
period. 


AN exhibition of books on the history of 

alcohol, its uses and abuses, is attract- 
ing considerable attention at the library of 
the New York Academy of Medicine, 
Fifth Avenue and 103rd Street, and will 
be continued until April-19th. The collec- 
tion covers a period of several centuries and 
many languages, and all phases of the sub- 
ject, wet and dry, serious and amusing, 
authoritative and unbelievable. The earli- 
est volume, printed within a quarter of a 
century of the Gutenberg Bible, is Benedict 
of Nursia’s “De Conservatione Sanitatis,”’ 
a scholarly work published in Bologna in 
1477. One of the most fascinating displays 
is a chart, compiled more than a century 
ago, in the columns of which are arranged 
the records of cases, guaranteed authen- 
tic by the author, of persons who have 
died of spontaneous combustion as a 
result of drink. In a case recorded com- 
bustion was “complete” in one “who had 
abused spirits for three years,” and in 
another even more terrifying event com- 
bustion was absolute “save for part of the 
skull and the last joints of the fingers” and 
the cause is given as “too great proximity 
to a footstove.” A startling detail of these 
occurrences is found in a footnote which

explains that of those recorded as having 
met their end by detonation “all save two 
were females.” One book, which, accord- 
ing to attendants, has greatly interested a 
number of clergymen, is entitled “Drink- 
ing in Rememberance of the Dead, a Ser- 
mon Delieverd to the Clergy of the 
Diocese, and Published at Their Unani- 
mous Request.” Fond memories are 
awakened by quite a display of cellar books, 
in particular, a magnificent volume en- 
titled, “The Gentleman’s Cellar and 
Butler’s Guide,”’ which seems to command 
more attention than any other in the col- 
lection. 


HE gathering of autographic material 

goes on at a rapid pace. Collectors who 
specialize in this field seem never to lose 
their enthusiasm. A London journal, 
pointing out what autograph collectors have 
done for the gathering of source material, 
calls attention to the fact that the original 
Magna Charta, granted by King John in 
the year 1215, and regarded as the “Char- 
ter of Liberties” upon which the social and 
political freedom of the British people is 
based, bearing the seal of the king (who 
could not write) is now to be seen in the 
British Museum. Yet this identical docu- 
ment, precious beyond calculation, would 
have been lost but for the observant good 
sense of an antiquarian, who was also a 
collector of autographs. Having occasion 
to visit his tailor, he found him about cut- 
ting up a piece of old parchment to con- 
vert into “measures.” On examination the 
parchment was recognized as Magna 
Charta, was rescued from destruction, and 
surrendered to proper official custody as the 
property of the British people.

A General Outline of the Principles of Commercial Processes for 


Reproducing Pictures in Books. 


The Three Ways of Printing Illus- 


trations Are Intagho, Planographic and Relief. 


or more especially with the manufac- 

ture of books, you are continually 
hearing of new processes for the printing 
of illustrations. You listen and wonder 
why all books are not going to be printed 
this new way and why the field isn’t revo- 
lutionized and a week later you hear of 
another unique method—the field has, you 
suppose, been revolutionized again. Are 
these processes really discoveries, where do 
they fit in, and how do you tell them 
apart? New processes are usually varia- 
tions of old ones and they all fit very 
easily into a general scheme. 

What I want to present is a general 
outline of the principles of the commercial 
processes for reproducing pictures in books ; 
the uses to which each can be put, its value, 
and how it can be recognized. The clear- 
est thing here presented is the diagram, 
the text serves only to amplify it. 

Book illustrations can be printed by 
three possible principles, three ways of 
printing illustrations. They are intaglio, 
planographic and relief printing. The 
plate for the common calling-card is in- 
taglio. It is smooth, with lines cut into 
it. It is inked and wiped off, and when 
it is wiped off the ink sticks to the cut-in 
lines. Then, when a slightly spongy paper 
is applied, the ink is sucked out of its 
grooves and a line printed on the paper. 

Relief printing is the exact reverse. The 


] F you are connected with the handling 


plate has lines raised above it and only the 
lines are inked. When the plate is pressed 
onto paper, ink is left where the ridges 
were. The principle is that of the rubber 
stamp. 

Planographic printing, that is, printing 
from a plane surface, is more complicated. 
There are no grooves and no ridges. 
Water and ink—at least, the ink used— 
will not mix. The design is applied in 
grease to the smooth surface of the plate. 
Water is run over it, and remains where 
there is no grease but slides off the greasy 
portions. ‘The ink does not stick to the 
surface which is wet, but does stick to 
the greasy part. When paper is applied, 
the ink comes off the greased surface onto 
the paper. 

The text of almost all books is printed 
from relief plates. Obviously, it is simpler 
to use relief plates also for the illustrations, 
and these relief processes are in fact what 
are most used for book work. Relief 
plates for printing illustrations are of two 
kinds, line plates and half-tone plates. 

The simplest plate of all to make is 
the woodcut (nowadays almost always a 
relief plate, though it can be cut for in- 
taglio printing.) In a woodcut, raised 
lines are carved out of the wooden block 
which print, while the rest of the surface 
does not touch the paper. If many im- 
pressions are to be taken of the plate, it 
is electrotyped. This is a process by which

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the wooden block is molded in wax, and 
metal electrically deposited in granules on 
the wax mould so that in the end, you 
have a sort of metal death-mask of the 
original block. ‘This offers a much more 
durable surface than the wood and is prac- 
tically a duplicate of it. (Maps and dia- 
grams are frequently made by drawing in 
wax direct. When lettering is required, 
type is pressed into the wax, and lifted 
off again, so that only indentations remain. 
Then the metal is deposited in these lines 
to form the plate. ‘This is called wax- 
engraving, and is a sort of half-way step 
between the mechanical manufacture of il- 
lustrations and the molding of type.) 

The line plate, a sort of mechanical 
woodcut or metal, is suited to the reproduc- 
tion of pen and ink and broad black and 
white effects. A line plate can be printed 
with the text and is therefore very prac- 
tical. Woodcuts, linoleum blocks, and so 
forth are usually made into line plates. A 
line plate is made by “flowing” a zinc 
plate with light-sensitive gelatine and ex- 
posing it through the negative in question. 
Afterwards, the plate is washed. Where 
the light struck the gelatine, it is now in- 
soluble in water and will not wash off; 
elsewhere it does wash off. Next, acid 
is applied: it attacks and eats down the 
metal which is not protected by the in- 
soluble gelatine. 

The half-tone process is used to repro- 
duce pictures which have grey middle tones. 
Naturally, you cannot yeproduce grey by 
printing black ink on white paper in an 
ordinary line plate. ‘This is the process: 
the picture to be reproduced is re-photo- 
graphed, but through a screen, which 
makes a series of tiny dots on the final 
plate. These dots can readily be seen 
on the reproduction through a magnifying 


glass.

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Below are two illustrations, one, a 
typical line cut (a) and one an enlarge- 
ment in line of the half-tone screen to 
show how the effect is gained (b). These 
two illustrations can be printed here be- 
cause this magazine is printed with relief 
plates. If diagram “b” had very fine dots 
on screen as it is called, it would have 
to be printed on a paper with a smoother 
surface, but could still be printed on a 
paper adapted for relief plate printing. 
These two kinds of cuts are the ones most 
commonly used in relief printing. 

The intaglio processes which are used 
for book illustration are photogravure and 
rotogravure. Photogravure is expensive 
and is fitted only for “de luxe’ reproduc- 
tions. The surface of a photogravure 
plate is “grained” —it is rather like the sur- 
face of ground glass. Then, by a process 
somewhat parallel to the making of a line 
plate, the grain is made deeper and heavier 
where the shadows are to appear. When 
the plate is inked over and wiped clean, 
the deepest grain holds the most ink; and 
when the paper is applied, and sucks the 
ink out of the plate, the darks appear 
where the grain was deepest. 

In a rotogravure plate, the screen largely 
takes the place of the grain in a photo- 
gravure. (The rotogravure plate has a 
slight grain, so that everywhere it carries 
a faint tint.) The screen is a_ series 
of lines etched into the plate. As in 
the photogravure, the lines are deep- 
est where the shadow is _ strongest. 
The plate is not a flat plate but a large 
copper cylinder. The ink is wiped off 
this cylinder for printing by a “doctor 
knife” held closely to its surface along the 
full length as it revolves and the process 
has to run at high speed with a loose ink. 
It is called rotogravure because of the 
cylinder.

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Since the paper in intaglio printing 
sucks up the ink, the grain or screen, even 
when seen through a magnifying glass, is 
not clear, but is like pen lines drawn on 
blotting paper. The darks for the same 
reason are rich and velvety, like ink spilt 
on a desk pad. 

I have left planographic printing for 
the last, because I think it is the most 
elaborate of the three principles, and has 
more variations. It is mainly based on the 
resistance of lithographic ink to water and 
water to grease. But in some variations, 
substitutes are used for the grease. Lithog- 
raphy, photo-lithography, off-set, colotype 
and aquatone are all methods of plano- 
graphic printing. ‘The lithograph is simple 
enough. ‘The picture to be reproduced is 
traced off in outline and transferred to a 
soap-like stone with a fine pebbly surface. 
Given the outlines of the picture, the work- 
man works in all the tones with a soft 
greasy pencil. It is a laborious method, 
requiring craftsmanlike patience and skill. 
After the image on stone is complete, the 
crayon is fixed and etched so that it be- 
comes almost a part of the surface of the 
stone and can be removed only by grind- 
ing. ‘This crayoned surface is the water- 
repelling and ink-attracting surface that 
makes printing possible. You can identify 
such a print by the grain of the crayon 
working on the stone. 

Later the principle employed in photo- 
engraving was applied and photo-lithog- 
raphy evolved. In photo-lithography the 
picture to be reproduced is _photo- 
graphed through a half-tone screen on 
to the stone, which is covered by a light- 
sensitive coat of gelatine. The surface af- 
fected by the light is then treated with 
acid, rolled in greasy ink, and washed. 
Finally, the half-tone screen printed upon 
the gelatine is brought out in fine dots of 
greased surface on the stone. Of course 
a line copy is reproduced in the same way, 
without the half-tone screen. A _photo- 
lithographic job looks like a very soft, even 
blurred, half-tone on an uncoated paper. 

In an off-set form a zinc sheet is substi- 
tuted for the lithographic stone. This 
sheet is far lighter, far cheaper, and this 
makes it possible to use the different type 
of press. In the off-set press a rubber 
blanket is used, on which the impression 
is printed from the plate, and which in 
turn prints the impression on the paper. 
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This blanket is used because it is easier 
to get a perfect contact with paper on its 
surface than in the less resilient zinc. 

There are two further variations of 
planographic printing which do not come 
under the heading of lithography or off- 
set. They are the photogelatine processes, 
aquatone and colotype. Colotype is the 
English name for this process. In America 
it is usually called photo-gelatine printing. 
But the invention of the aquatone process, 
also a photo-gelatine process, makes this 
term ambiguous. 

Colotype was the first of these to be in- 
vented. It is based on the fact that when 
the light-sensitized gelatine surface of the 
colotype plate is exposed to light, it be- 
comes hard, and will not absorb water. 
This is the process: a heavy piece of glass 
(sometimes metal) is covered with a solu- 
tion of gelatine which is hardened on the 
glass and then exposed to light underneath 
a photographic negative of the subject to 
be reproduced. Afterwards, the plate is 
treated so that its composition is no longer 
affected by light. ‘Thus those places ex- 
posed beneath the negative are altered so 
that they throw off the water. Conse- 
quently, they take the ink and these are 
the darks of the print. 

Under a magnifying glass, the colotype 
print shows the grain of the gelatine sur- 
face. It is a fine irregular honeycomb 
pattern in the middle tones. From the 
nature of the plate, and the light contact 
of such a plate with the paper, it can be 
seen that heavy blacks are difficult to 
handle, and this, in fact, is the great fault 
of the process. It is also expensive. The 
printing of a colotype plate is slow and 
the gelatine surface is often affected in the 
making by weather conditions.

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i produce a satisfactory book by Photo- 
Offset Lithography, it is advisable to have 
as Original copy, a cleanly printed and care- 
fully preserved bound book or loose sheets 
of a former edition. The better the original, 
the better will be the reproduction. 


The first step is to make photographic 
negatives of every page, which are then 
grouped into sixteen or thirty-two page lay- 
outs according to the imposition of the 
bindery. This “flat” of negatives is then ex- 
posed as a unit on one large flexible zinc 
plate about .012 in thickness. 
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The plate when properly developed, cleaned 
and touched up is ready for clamping on 
the cylinder of the press. A minimum amount 
of make-ready is required, since the “lay” 
of the entire thirty-two page form is obtained 
with very slight adjustments. 


As soon as the proper flow of water and ink 
to the plate has been obtained, the press 
is ready to run at a speed of about 3,500 
impressions per hour. 


This entire operation of reproduction, from 
the start of photographing until the last 
form has been printed, can be made to con- 
sume very few days if necessary. When the 
first run is finished the zinc plates, ten for a 
320 page book, can be hung up in an inch 
or two of space and kept ready for any

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Aquatone bears the same relation to 
colotype as off-set printing to lithography. 
For the glass plate a zinc sheet, gelatine- 
surfaced, is substituted. A very fine screen 
is used, like a half-tone screen, but more 
than twice as fine. A regular off-set press 
will print an aquatone plate. The prep- 
aration of the negatives is expensive, and 
aquatone cannot compete with half-tone in 
editions such as are commonly used for 
trade books. 

Any process that comes on the market 
is very likely to be based on one of these 
three principles. Each has its shortcom- 
ings. ‘The line cut is rather coarse, it is 
limited, and the edges of its lines are ir- 
regular when seen under a glass. 

The half-tone necessitates hard finished 
paper, usually coated. ‘This paper catches 
the light when held for reading, and, be- 
sides being in itself unpleasing, renders it 
impossible to convey the texture of a water 
color, for example. The half-tone dot, ap- 
preciably cuts up the detail of the picture 
reproduced. ‘The only way to avoid this 
disadvantage of paper and dot is to dampen 
the paper. But if the paper is dampened, 
it must be dried again—two extra steps; 
furthermore, paper is hard to handle when 
wet. 

The lithograph does not so easily carry 
detail. Photo off-set with a softer sur- 
faced paper and partly obliterated screen 
is capable of high-grade work, but the 
process was developed for high pressure 
quantity production. Aquatone is better, 
because its screen is almost negligible. You 
can reproduce fine detail by aquatone, and 
in short runs it is less expensive than photo 
off-set. It cannot, however, compete with 
the half-tone in book work, and, like colo- 
type printing, its heaviest tones are thin. 

Colotype has no screen, but it may 
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be printed on a soft-surfaced paper. It is 
extraordinarily good for facsimile repro- 
ductions, but the blacks are thin and it is 
expensive. 

Gravure is rich and pleasant, almost 
too soft for some effects. It is also ex- 
pensive in short runs. Photogravure is 
printed largely by hand and the plate is 
perhaps five times as expensive as the half- 
tone plate. 

In choosing the best process for a given 
subject, there is one fairly good rule to 
follow. Choose the type of printing that 
is most closely allied in principle to the 
method by which your original subject 
was made. For instance, reproduce wood- 
cuts in line, technical hard clear photo- 
graphs of machinery in half-tone, pencil 
and charcoal, since they lie on the surface 
of the paper, by colotype and aquatone, 
and etchings and such intaglio plates by 
rotogravure or photogravure. 

Rotogravure and aquatone processes, 
are, then, on the right track. The screen 
is reduced to a minimum, though still 
present. Both processes are a step toward 
practicability from their cousins, photo- 
gravure and colotype. For each agreeably 
surfaced paper may be used. ‘The great 
objection to both is of course that they 
cannot without considerable trouble and 
expense be combined with letter-press type, 
and as yet no better way of printing type 
has been found than from relief plates. 

The ideal, of course, is to find a screen- 
less process which combines the richness of 
the intaglio print with the detail of the 
planographic print and the sharpness of 
the half-tone print and which can _ be 
printed on a letter-press with relief plates 
of type on any paper that will take type. 
It is a good ideal, and like all other good 
ideals, quite impossible of attainment.

A QUINMADE BOOK IS A WELL MADE BOOK 
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Bulk or Convenience? 
B. A. Chesterfield 


DISCUSSION of the subject of 

bulk cannot fail to interest every- 

one associated with the _publica- 
tion of books. From the paper manufac- 
turer to the bookseller, the trades concerned 
with the production and distribution of 
millions of books annually are affected, in 
some measure, by the body and texture of 
the paper adopted by the majority of pub- 
lishers for that great range of literature 
broadly classed as adult fiction. 

There seems to be a trend among for- 
ward looking publishers, toward the adop- 
tion of a more compact style. ‘The stone- 
age idea of a bulky book has too long in- 
fluenced our manufacturing practice. It 
has forced us to provide more and more 
storage facilities to accommodate the con- 
stant stream of new volumes, or to dis- 
pose of the slower moving seasoned titles 
in whatever manner is most convenient. 
This applies equally to the publisher, the 
bindery, the retailer, and the ultimate 
buyer. Most readers of the Publishers’ 
Weekly fall within two of the above classi- 
fications. 

Since the general practice of printing 
half-tone work from electros or originals 
backed up to plate thickness, instead ot 
using wooden blocks to attain type height, 
has reached a point at which printers use 
blocked plates with reluctance, it is nat- 
ural to conclude that we shall come to 
the same attitude toward bulky books, 
after we admit the convenience of handling 
volumes that bulk about Sginches as con- 
trasted with the accepted standards of the 
past decade. As far as I am able to see, 
the adoption of this idea will not necessi- 
tate the use of any new equipment any- 
where along the line. The paper mills 
and the binderies, where the matter of 
machinery is a determining factor, are pre- 
pared to deal with practically every reason- 
able requirement in this direction. 

There remains then but the prejudice 
of the hypothetical buyer who acquires 
books for the purpose of reducing his bills 
tor paper-hanging in those rooms where his 
bookshelves are installed. In any event, 


the point of view that appraises books on 
the basis of so much per cubic foot, ought 
by analogy to value a lump of coal at 
many times the price of a diamond, since 
the pure carbon bulks so much better in 
the coal. From the standpoint of one who 
loves books as friends and companions, 
such a conception of literature is nothing 
short of comedy or tragedy, according to 
temperament. 

Is the reading public of America so 
superficial that quantity, rather than 
quality, shall be the criterion of valuation? 
According to the reports of many sales- 
men, the standard idea seems to be that 
a volume at two dollars must be at least 
of 12mo size, and bulk an inch or better. 
Books retailing at from seventy-five cents 
to seventy-five dollars should vary in pro- 
portion. 

We have no argument with our sales 
department on this score. We assure the 
travelers that our sympathy is with them 
—100 per cent. We want to make their 
burdens as light as possible. Obviously 
tke retailer’s experience leads him to con- 
clude that between two volumes of equal 
class, price, attractiveness, and reputation, 
the casual buyer will choose the “thickest” 
book. Consequently he assures the pub- 
lisher’s representative that bulk is an essen- 
tial qualification. 

In many lines of industrial and com- 
mercial endeavor, the manufacturer deter- 
mines the “mode trend” and is gainer 
thereby. The book publisher, on the 
other hand, has accepted the idea that con- 
servatism and permanence are synonymous, 
as far as his product is concerned, and he 
has stuck to the same model for many 
seasons. ‘The recent adoption of new 
ideas has not injured the Ford Company’s 
volume of business. 

Does the publisher’s code of ethics pro- 
hibit his adopting that style which repre- 
sents efficiency, convenience, and attractive- 
ness? Is he afraid to take a decisive step 
in this direction? Or has he already at- 
tempted it and found himself treading on 
a tack? I should like to be enlightened. 
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Span-o-tone celebrates its second 
birthday by presenting a new refine- 
ment of appearance which greatly en- 
hances the novelty and beauty of the original 
design. § During the two years since its develop- 
ment more than a million books have faced the world 
with confidence, smartly attired in Span-o-tone.

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The Literature of Fine Books

stimuli without which an artistic 
movement cannot thrive. Modern 
painting, for instance, might never have 
gained an international understanding 
without the controversy which raged about 
it, and contemporary literature draws its 
very life force from its reviews. It is not 
so much because of the artist himself that 
literature is his important exponent, 
though many artists need the encourage- 
ment of praise or the spur of calumny to 
help them bring out their best work. The 
immediate followers of art, that group 
whose appreciation comes from their own 
intelligence, is so small that without the 
recruiting of amateurs and others brought 
in by publicity, discussion, and comment, 
it could never be supported for any length 
of time. And by opening the gates of the 
past, to give the artist as well as the lay- 
man an understanding of history, literature 
serves to an even more valuable end. 
When William Morris presented the 
first book of the Kelmscott Press, ‘““The 
Story of The Glittering Plain,” the ma- 
jority of people, even those of intelligence, 
had no perception of quality in bookmak- 
ing. But Morris explained his work in 
an essay entitled ““The Art and Craft of 
Printing,” which he gave as a lecture, soon 
after establishing his press, and later 
printed. Herein he presented his beliefs and 
purposes in straightforward language. This 
was not the first writing on printing art 
to appear in the late nineteenth century. 
Lectures had been given and magazine 
articles printed which had prepared the 
way for Morris as well as his followers. 
John Baskerville, before Morris, rea- 
lized that his work was something of an 
innovation, and in the preface to the two- 
volume Milton he published in 1758 he 
set forth his ideals in the art of letter 
design. But English printers of his day 
were too engrossed in the elegance of Cas- 


C RITICISM and propaganda are the 


lon’s types, which needed no explanations, 
to give Baskerville much attention. Dib- 
din wrote on printing and book collecting 
after Baskerville, Johnson later still, and 
Savage, then Southeby, and still later 
Humphreys, in fact hardly a score of years 
passed in England, after Moxon presented 
the first study of typography, without the 
appearance of some substantial comment 
upon the art in printing. 

I do not intend to go far back into the 
story of the literature of fine books, be- 
cause I am chiefly interested in the writ- 
ing which has helped to spread knowledge 
in our own day. And the amount of this 
is so vast that I could not even hope to 
cover it all, nor even to mention every 
important contributor. As a matter of fact 
I can only tell of the books that have 
served to intensify my own interest in fine 
printing and helped to clarify my ideas, 
believing that these have served others in 
the same way. 

William Morris is accredited with 
crystallizing the beginnings of a movement 
for the refinement of printing art and cer- 
tainly it cannot be said, in the face of 
what has happened since, that he did more 
than that. In his way Morris was a show- 
man, not vulgarly of course, but he cer- 
tainly made an exhibition of his principles 
of art, and did not hesitate to expound 
them for those who did not understand. 
Moreover he did not always follow his 
own ideals exactly, and here he was a 
showman again, persuading himself, by 
trying to convince others, that his books 
were readable and practical when he must 
have known very well that they were 
not. But though Morris’s showmanship 
amounted to no more than a desire to ex- 
plain his pleasure in decorating books, it 
was partially because of it that his print- 
ing had so wide an effect. His books were 
certainly not original, nor were his ideas 
of printing, yet to a world which had for- 
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gotten what fine printing could be and 
had slowly accustomed itself to accepting 
slovenly books and expecting nothing more, 
Morris seemed to be a Messiah, and his 
teaching a Sermon on the Mount. 

Charles Whittingham, the younger, had 
brought on a quiet little revival of beauti- 
ful printing about forty years before Wil- 
liam Morris set up his Kelmscott Press. 
He was the first printer, it seems, to use 
a type designed and cut after an early 
letter and his Basle old style, which was 
cut for him about 1856 was a very charm- 
ing design indeed. As a matter of fact it 
is the very letter with which Morris made 
his first experiments in printing. But it 
did not satisfy him, even after he had 
modified it. Whittingham had earlier re- 
vived Caslon’s old face roman type, and 
with William Pickering as_ publisher, 
had used it in printing a delightful series 
of books in the manner of the printers of 
Caslon’s time. But this work was not ac- 
companied by the drums of publicity. It 
was successful and ran its pleasant course 
to the joy of the printer, the publisher, and 
the few people who appreciated the books, 
but without a prophet its effect was not 
immediate. Morris founded a private press 
movement, but the substantial present-day 
interest in fine books roots from Pickering 
and the Whittinghams. 

Morris’s Essay brought the very essen- 
tials of good printing before a previously 
ignorant public and by potent reference 
to the early printers it suggested that there 
was much room in the history of the art 
for original research. As each new stu- 
dent formed his conclusions he wrote them 
down and published them, and_ since 
Morris’s Essay the appearance of books, 
magazine articles, and pamphlets, on the 
subject have been frequent and of no small 
importance. 

In deference to one or two who had 
gone before I cannot say that Theodore 
Low DeVinne was the first great Ameri- 
can student of typography; but he was an 
active worker in this field before Morris 
was ever heard of in connection with print- 
ing. He began making notes for his book, 
“Plain Printing Types,” as early as 1860, 
and if the typography he practiced appears 
to us to be stilted, it was not because he 
was ignorant of the history of the art. At 
any rate his series of books called “The 
Practice of Typography” had something to 
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do with purifying the work of American 
printers just before the advent of Morris, 
and restraining it from the depths to which 
it might otherwise easily have fallen. He 
covered the study of printing types and 
type arrangement quite thoroughly, if with- 
out much color, and his books remain to- 
day quite indispensable as reference mate- 
rial though they defy leisurely study by 
their straightforward statement of un- 
polished facts. But DeVinne’s ideas did 
not entirely accord with Morris’s. He felt 
that while period printing had its place 
it could never become a realistic expres- 
sion of art. But even he realized the 
value of Morris’s contribution, though the 
excitement which the work of Morris 
caused in America in the early years of 
this century swept away any vestige of in- 
fluence DeVinne might have had as a 
fresh breeze dispels a puff of smoke. 

The activities of D. B. Updike, Bruce 
Rogers, Frederic W. Goudy, W. A. 
Dwiggins, and Carl P. Rollins, were not 
at first accompanied by much fanfare. The 
excellence of their work was known to a 
few, of course, but comparatively speaking 
to very few; only those printers who had 
taken some particular interest in their work 
and had already derived some help from 
Morris, and those booklovers who were 
among the most intelligent and sensitive. 
The whole movement did, indeed, bid fair 
to become no more powerful than was 
Pickering’s. Goudy wrote some matter re- 
garding his Village Press work, but at 
first he saw no further than did Morris, 
and his writing was no more than a re- 
statement of the principles the great printer 
had laid down, 

Updike’s work was characterized from 
its very beginning by his thoroughness. 
The feeling for detail that brought forth 
books carefully composed and_ nicely 
printed prompted the gathering together 
of a great collection of type specimens 
and books on printing. Updike was not 
the collector who seeks from a spirit of 
acquisitiveness, finding his books, trying to 
make a close bargain in their purchase, 
caressing them carefully, sometimes even 
opening them and fanning through the 
pages as he sets them upon the shelf with 
a feeling of satisfaction in having obtained 
copies of such rare items, and a friendly 
glow at the vision of the price they may 
bring some day. No, Updike sought books 
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because of his love of what they might 
contain. No book went to his shelf un- 
opened, or unread, for even out of his 
specimen books he read the history of type 
design and its progress through the cen- 
turies. 

As early as 1911 Updike began to de- 
liver a series of talks in the Graduate 
School of Business Administration of Har- 
vard University, with the history of letter 
design as his subject. To his teaching he 
brought the accumulation of knowledge 
which had grown out of his own study. 
The importance of interpreting the art in 
printing to a group of intelligent students 
can easily be realized, and it is to the 
credit of the directors of the school that 
they selected so competent a teacher. For 
five years the lectures continued and as 
Updike was not satisfied to let his course 
become a cut and dried affair, repeated 
in the same terms year after year, he be- 
came more of a scholar himself, and de- 
rived as much benefit from his course as 
his students did, for it led him continu- 
ally in a wider and wider search for typo- 
graphic knowledge. Each year he did 
more work, revising his talks according 
to his new discoveries, and the course was 
continued for five years. Six years after 
giving the last talk, when he published 
“Printing Types, Their History, Forms 
and Use,” he acknowledged that further 
emendations could be continued with profit 
almost indefinitely. He allowed, however, 
that he had come to a resting point and 
so the book was published. ‘This, the most 
complete study of the evolution of type 
designs that had yet appeared, represents 
a tremendous amount of research and 
work, presented with no small portion of 
judgment in inclusions and omissions. 
Needless to say the book was received in 
England and America with enthusiasm and 
praise, and it has formed, as it will con- 
tinue to do, the indispensable foundation 
of every future beginning of typographic 
study. The book presents no thesis. It 
is a history, pure and simple. Yet it is so 
charmingly written as to make it eminently 
readable, and the student upon closing its 
pages retains a better impression of what 
good printing and good type is. 

“In The Day’s Work” is Updike’s 
further contribution to the literature of 
fine printing, and here, with no flamboy- 
ance, with no egotism, he sets forth his 
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wholesome principles of work. What 
“Printing Types” is capable of doing to 
stimulate an active mind to the under- 
standing of the history of printing art “In 
The Day’s Work” may do to stimulate 
a sensitive spirit toward better craftsman- 
ship. 

Frederic W. Goudy had in the mean 
time developed his personal viewpoint out 
of his beginnings in the Morris style. He, 
too, had collected an enviable working li- 
brary of books upon the subject of print- 
ing and his books did not go to the shelves 
with pages uncut and unread either. Out 
of his study of typography his principal 
expression is in his type designs, but he 
had by 1917, written some upon the sub- 
ject, and in that year his first book, “The 
Alphabet” was published by Mitchell 
Kennerley. It contained plates showing 
each character in both capitals and small 
letters, and in every major form in which 
they have appeared since their making was 
begun. The plates were supplemented by 
a text explaining the sources of each form 
of letter and the transition from the broad 
pen hand of the scribe to the light faced 
roman as introduced and perfected by Jen- 
son. In his second book, ‘““The Elements 
of Lettering” he presented another study 
of the principal type forms in roman and 
italic. Hand lettering, at that time, was 
becoming popular, appearing especially in 
advertising but frequently on the title-pages 
of books. ‘That we had acquired a school 
of latterday scribes was not to be derided 
but that these were mainly artists who had 
no sense of the history of their craft was 
deplorable. Goudy’s books brought them 
a new light upon the matter, and the let- 
terers were intelligent enough to use them 
to their advantage. Hand lettering im- 
proved and is now the most important 
form of original letter design we have in 
America. 

Goudy in his own work at lettering and 
designing was associated with Hal March- 
banks, a New York printer, and in 1918 he 
suggested the publication of a magazine on 
fine printing. Marchbanks was interested, 
and they drew up the plans and issued a 
prospectus. In due course the first num- 
ber of Ars Typographica appeared. Here 
was a periodical in distinctive format, 
gracefully arranged and beautifully printed. 
It could not fail to have some influence 
for the betterment of American printing 
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though its importance was a little dimmed 
by its lack of original literary material. 
But I do not infer that what was printed 
was trivial, quite the contrary, and its ap- 
pearance in Ars Typographica served to 
bring it before a wide audience. The first 
two numbers of the magazine were dis- 
tinguished each by being the first printing 
of one of Goudy’s types. The third num- 
ber, after much delay, waiting for a third 
new type, was printed in Caslon and pub- 
lished. By this time the war had caught 
up with creative effort and become a ham- 
pering sore, and the publication of Ars 
Typographica was one of the valuable artis- 
tic endeavors that were suspended for that 
reason. 

The writing of neither Updike nor 
Goudy had been able to arouse a general 
interest in the art of printing in the fat 
and languid American mind. ‘The coming 
of the war had dampened the spirit at least 
a little but even had it not been for the 
war few people in America in 1918 would 
have realized there could be an art in books. 
The old adage has it properly: genius is 
rarely recognized in its own neighborhood, 
and both Updike’s book and Goudy’s had 
a much more important reception when 
they were published in England than they 
did in America. 

William Morris’s star had already begun 
to set when the war came to England to 
wipe out any remaining traces of romanti- 
cism. ‘The periodical, The Imprint, which 
began to appear in 1913 was probably the 
forerunner of the new realistic interpreta- 
tion. There can be no doubt that its mes- 
sage came too early to reach many en- 
lightened ears. English printing was still 
somewhat drugged with the endeavors of 
private presses and the makers of precious 
books. But the moving force of The Im- 
print, Gerard Meynell, represented that 
rare combination of intelligence that pos- 
sesses an admiration of every quality of ar- 
tistic things, physical or spiritual; the com- 
bination of an understanding of the tech- 
nical details of craftsmanship and a feeling 
for the practical application of beauty to 
every day work. The magazine had two 
other editors: Ernest Jackson, a writer, and 
Edward Johnston who introduced a school 
of calligraphy that had considerable influ- 
ence in Germany. But Gerard Meynell’s 
is the spirit that dominates its pages. In 
a single number of the periodical might be 
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found an article upon a phase of literature, 
a description of complicated printing ma- 
chines with diagrams, a study of a process 
of reproduction, one of an illustrative 
technique, an essay upon calligraphy, 2 
paper on letter design and one on printer’s 
marks. Needless to say the people ready 
to appreciate that all these matters had 
some bearing upon the making of fine books 
were few indeed. The Imprint was not 
successful, if number of subscribers be con- 
sidered, but its nine numbers, beginning 
with January 1913 and ending November 
the same year, did reach and inspire the 
small group in England who were most 
interested in seeing artistic printing de- 
velop, and it even had some effect in 
America. 

Just as the sack of Mainz, in 1462, 
caused the art of printing to spread rapidly 
over Europe the abandoning of The 
Imprint divided the outlet for the men 
concerned from one channel into four and 
each became a source of important activity 
in the art of printing in England. I say 
four channels because there were really 
four men, for soon after the magazine was 
started Stanley Morison became con- 
nected with it and its last number bore the 
first fruit of his pen, a paper upon a phase 
of printing history. From The Imprint 
Morison went to the firm of Burns and 
Oates, publishers, where with Francis 
Meynell, now of the Nonesuch Press, he 
worked for about three years. There his 
predeliction for typography had some fur- 
ther opportunities of becoming more firm, 
and later he succeeded Francis Meynell as 
typographic director of The Pelican Press, 
an enterprise devoted to producing fine 
commercial printing. 

After the war Morison’s aims were even 
more crystallized, and he became _ typo- 
graphic advisor to the Lanston Monotype 
Corporation Limited in 1922, a year after 
he began to occupy a similar position with 
the Cambridge University Press, both 
positions he still holds. Out of his connec- 
tion with the Monotype Corporation has 
come a typographic revival which indicates 
the extent of his scholarship at that time. 
He had determined the characteristic fine 
type of every period of excellence in book 
printing and prepared for its competent 
revival. Beginning with a roman letter 
first used by Aldus in the Hypnerotomachia 
his plan brought out half a dozen import- 
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ant types, ending with Baskerville. ‘That 
this effort might not pass without effect he 
prepared a substantial volume called “Four 
Centuries of Fine Printing,’ in which 
through a complete survey of good print- 
ing, and the reproduction of hundreds of 
examples taken from these periods, he not 
only made the fine types available with 
one hand but showed the printer how they 
had been used in the past with the other. 
These two accomplishments marked the 
turning point in printing art from the 
domination of the private press and led it 
into the hands of more general printers. 
With the examples of four hundred 
years of good composition and type ar- 
rangement before them, English printers 
could hardly go wrong, though their work 
became eclectic for the same reason. But 
it was far better to have good period print- 
ing than miserable original printing, and 
real creative effort actually must derive 
from a knowledge of what has gone before. 

When Morison presented “Modern Fine 
Printing” a few years later its effect was 
to intensify the slight notice that-had for- 
merly been given the movement and to 
bring its importance home to more lay- 
men and amateurs. As before he prepared 
a history of the revival and reproduced a 
number of examples from the work of the 
most important practicers in the art. Just 
as “Four Centuries of Fine Printing,” was 
the first extensive survey of the history of 
printing art containing a wider and more 
intelligent selection of reproductions than 
had ever formerly appeared, so “Modern 
Fine Printing” was the first complete col- 
lection of contemporary expression. 

With these monumental volumes out of 
hand Morison’s work was just started. 
The two volumes on the history of print- 
ing art had been made in limited editions 
and their price was high, so he collected 
many of the best examples from “Four 
Centuries,” adding others as well, and re- 
produced them in a new book called “The 
Art of The Printer,”’ which was published 
in a regular edition and at a price within 
the reach of students. 

Francis Meynell, a moving figure in 
laterday typography, was not inarticulate, 
for besides the personal expressions of 
ideals set forth in the announcement of 
The Romney Street Press, he prepared a 
very pleasant book titled “Typography” 
which was published in 1923 by The Peli- 
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can Press. ‘There can be no doubt that 
the intention of this book was to publicize 
the work of The Pelican Press, indeed it 
made no other pretension, but every note 
of historical detail it expounds (and 
Meynell’s ideas are quite fresh) is inter- 
esting and every principle of good printing 
it mentions is substantial, and on the whole 
the book is quite a valuable piece of work 
to anyone interested in typography, inspir- 
ing and useful for reference. 

Oliver Simon, in 1923, started the pub- 
lication of The Fleuron, a Journal of 
Typography. Stanley Morison was active 
in its preparation from the first, and with 
Francis Meynell as collaborator he con- 
tributed an article upon printers’ flowers 
to the first number. Nor has any subse- 
quent number appeared without something 
from his pen and with the fifth number 
he took over the editorship. With num- 
ber seven Morison brings the work of 
this important journal to a close. Its rec- 
ord may be looked upon with pride by 
those concerned in its production. In its 
six years it published many learned studies 
in the history of printing, lettering, and 
typography, and it has thoroughly covered 
the movement during the time of its life, 
with papers upon many important contem- 
porary workers in the art. A paragraph 
seems short praise for so distinguished an 
accomplishment, but the story of its influ- 
ence is just beginning to be evident in the 
work of the younger group of printing 
artists. A more extensive account must 
await a later day. 

In the meantime Morison had been en- 
gaged in quite a prodigious work, writing 
about the history of printing, With Hol- 
brook Jackson as collaborator he presented 
in 1923 “A Brief Survey of Printing His- 
tory and Practice,” a slight book but a 
thorough outline. This was made the begin- 
ning of a series which Morison carried on 
alone, with two further volumes in the 
same format “Type Designs of The Past 
and Present,” tracing the history of this de- 
partment of printing, published in 1926 and 
a year later “A Review of Recent Typog- 
raphy in The United States, France, and 
Germany.” ‘The three books make a veri- 
table collection of primers of fine printing. 

I cannot say that important writing on 
printing ended in America with Updike, 
nor can I say it ends in England with 
Morison. ‘The past decade has seen an 
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unprecedented appearance of studies in 
typography and criticisms of printing, em- 
phasizing the fact that interest is more 
general than it has ever been before. Goudy 
had added to his contribution through 
papers that have appeared in magazines, 
George Parker Winship, Ernest D. Roth, 
Thomas Cleland, Frederic F. Sherman, 
and W. A. Dwiggins are others who have 
produced original articles published in 
magazines or in books. Dwiggins heralded 
the use of Caslon’s printers’ flowers in 1913 
in a charming essay printed in pamphlet 
form, and had it had wider circulation his 
pamphlet, entitled, “Extracts From an In- 
vestigation into the Physical Aspects of 
Books,” published by The Society of Cal- 
ligraphers in 1919, would have inevitably 
been of inestimable effect upon the print- 
ing of many books. The various printing 
magazines in America have always been 
devoted chiefly to commercial and adver- 
tising printing, and Bruce Rogers, who 
might have been expected to say something, 
has broken his silence only once with a 
paper which was printed in the London 
Times Printing Supplement in 1912 or 


Type 


A LECTURE on type design de- 
livered to the L. S. C. Jobbing 
Guild by John C. Tarr of Lino- 
type and Machinery, Ltd., and reported 
in a recent issue of the British and 
Colonial Printer and Stationer, covered 
the constitution of good types and the 
history of the evolution of the roman al- 
phabet. Mr. Tarr stated that more than 
250 alphabets had been used in the various 
stages of human progress, of which the 
roman is the most important. The roman 
alphabet was made up of capitals only in 
its first recognizable form, and from these 
characters the lower case letters developed 
as a result of distortion of capitals in script. 
Uncials were a more rapid form of charac- 
ter than the square roman capitals, and the 
final stage of the change from capitals to 
lower case letters was a mixture of uncials 
and lower case letters. 
In closing he cited what seemed to him 
the essentials of good type: 
(1) The type should make an inviting

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the movement. Finally the cleverly writ- 
ten essays and books of Paul Beaujon 
which have appeared almost exclusively in 
England are of great importance. But I 
am coming too close to the work of today, 
and I must leave off here. 

Certain critics and historians always di- 
rect an art in its course, for the vast ma- 
jority of artificers are, it must be admitted, 
followers. Yet even great artists, the per- 
sonality of whose creative expressions can- 
not be denied, are sometimes in need 
of just the enlightment some student, 
who is merely interested for the sake of 
writing, may be able to give. ‘The books 
I have named, while they are not all that 
have been written during the time I con- 
sider, nor even every one of importance, 
are unquestionably those which have been 
invaluable in the forwarding of the move- 
ment for artistic printing and the making 


of fine books.

page—the general color should not be too 
heavy or too light, and no combination of 
letters should stand out in weight or odd- 
ness. 

(2) Sentences set in it should read well; 
i.e., the letters must combine well into 
words. 

(3) Capitals should combine well alone 
(as in title-pages) and should not outweigh 
the lower-case letters. 

(4) Each individual letter should show a 
good proportioning of thicks and thins and 
a consistent angle of shading. Descenders 
and ascenders must be long enough to be 
clearly distinguished. 

While uniqueness of design may be de- 
sirable for certain uses, the legibility of 
the face depends entirely upon the design, 
and fancy types interfere to a greater or 
lesser degree with recognition of the char- 
acters. In display work distinction may 
dominate legibility to produce effect, while 
in book face smoothness must never be lost 
in attempted artistry. 
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The Geometric Jacket 


The vogue of the geometric “modern” in decoration of all kinds is beginning 
to spread into the field of book jacket designing. Here are reproduced seven 
of the most recent and successful excursions into this field. Perhaps the purest 
example of what is meant by “modern” is the jacket of the Putnam book 
‘Modern French Decoration.” Here is no so-called symbolism, no suggestion of 
what may appear between the covers of the book. The design is detached 
and complete in itself. “Bystander,” Cape and Smith, is also the pure geo- 


metric type. “Martin Birck’s Youth,” Harper, 
‘King Haber,” Alfred H. King, and “Fifth 
Avenue,” Harcourt, Brace, while certainly em- 
ploying the geometric motif as a basis, all carry 
over the old trick in jacket designing of in- 
fusing something symbolic to the book itself 
into the jacket. Perhaps this has been done 
most subtly in “Martin Birck’s Youth,” where 
the complicated intersecting planes of color 
may suggest something of a confused mental 
progression. Cape and Smith’s “The New 
Library” series has a pleasing jacket, uni- 
form as to design, but with varying color 
schemes. Scribner’s The Crime of the Just” has 
hit an acceptable com- 
bination of regular and 
irregular areas. 
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Bill Dies in Committee 


HE Committee on Public Health in 

the Albany Legislature, to which 

was referred the bill proposing to 

regulate the size of type, has decided not 
to report the bill to the Assembly. 

This proposed act, suggested by As- 
semblyman Cuvillier of New York City, 
would so amend the health law of the 
State of New York that the Commissioner 
of Health could regulate the type and 
leading of books and serial literature pub- 
lished or sold in the State, and prohibit 
the use of type under 8-point or leading 
under 2-point. The National Association 
of Book Publishers was among those who 
protested, as it would be manifestly im- 
possible to make pocket editions of Bibles 
in type of the size specified. One pub- 
lisher remarked that “The word of God 
should certainly not be removed from the 
vest pocket by legislation.” 


Southern Printers 


HE printers in the South have been 

gathering at Richmond during the past 
week for a big convention exhibit. There 
are special displays from the Smithsonian 
Institution, forty-five national distributors 
of printing products. The new Fifty 
Books Show was sent down for the pur- 
pose, this being the first showing since it 


was exhibited in the New York Library. 


“Good Medicine” 


¢*(GooD MEDICINE,” the memo- 

rial edition of Charles M. Rus- 
sell’s letters, is one of the most costly 
books to manufacture that has ever ap- 
peared in the trade. “For the 134 copies, 
the plate expense alone was $11,000, about 
$90 a volume. Facsimile letters and il- 
lustrations in colors (Charley Russell’s let- 
ters decorated in watercolors are as beau- 
tiful examples of his art as his more for- 
mal paintings) are perfectly reproduced. 
Of the 134 copies, 10 at $110 contain a 
tipped-in Russell signature, the famous 
Rawhide Rawlin’s signature; 57 at $125 
include a signed pen and ink drawing; 67 
copies at $1.50 have each a signed pen 
and ink drawing of greater value. In addi- 
tion, a seven-color print of one of his most 
famous Indian pictures is included with 
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each volume, wrapped flat for framing. 
There is an introduction by Will Rogers, 
also a biographical sketch by the painter’s 
wife, Nancy C. Russell. The letters them- 
selves show the personality and genius of 
the great painter better than it would be 
possible in any number of biographies. 
Russell never wrote a perfunctory letter. 


Oliver Simon 


LIVER SIMON, one of the leaders of 

the renaissance of typography in Eng- 
land, is arriving in America for a short 
stay. He has a business engagement with 
the Ludlow Typograph Company of Chi- 
cago. Mr. Simon has been connected with 
the Curwen Press and also with the publi- 
cation of “The Fleuron,” the first volumes 
of which he edited. His volume on “Print- 
ing of Today,” written jointly with Julius 
Rodenberg, was published by Harper in 
1928.
